Hoch of Kansas has recom- 


1 mended woman suffrage in his mes- 


sage to the new leg slature. He says: 


"In 1899 Theodore Roosevelt, then 


governor of NeV York, sastd in 
his 


message: 'I call the attention of the 
legislature to 
th« 
desirability 
of 


-gradually extending the sphere 
in 


which the suffrage can be exerc'sed 
by %women,' and I am glad to follow 
such* 'an illustrious 
example 
an a 


similar suggestion to you. Municipal 
suffrage has worked no ill to woman 
hood or the state, and sems to be 
satisfactory to the people.'" 


Mun'cipal suffrage was granted to 


the women of Kansas lin 1887. 
In 


•1903. a motion made in the legisla- 
ture to repeal «4t was voted down al- 
most unanimously, and 'amid a riple 
of amusement ' '' 


The first governor to recommend 


^woman suffrage in his message to a 
state legislature was 
ex-Gov. Claf- 


lin of Massachusetts, who has just 
died.

tt can b« leavened quite satisfactorily 
With potato yeast, yenet cake&, fcour 
milk and soda and sweet milk and 
cream of tartar and soda, It simply ic- 
fgses to become light and porous and 
yield its swett, nutty flavor by the 
M* of baking powders. The following 
ncipea have been in constant use for 
years In a Oeorgla home, and If the 
directions are carefully observed corn 
bread may be made that will tempt 
c&« to <*at it again aud again, says a 
•writer In Table Talk. 


Pone Bread.— Put two cupf ills of &l/t- 


ed white meal in a wooden bowl or 
tray. Pour in clear cold water with 
the left hand and uiLx 3t Into a dough 
^irith the right. Equal quantity of wa- 
ter to that of *ue*l is a good rula, but 
do not pour it all in nt one*, as notne 
kinds require less thau others 
Knead 


Jt thoroughly, taking caie that it is 
Well moistened. 
Take up half the 


quantity in both haiuli and lightly roll 
It from one to the other until the lump 
Js of an even, oblong shape.
